SPAIN’S NEW MINISTER. 


Senor DeBernabe, Who Succeeds DeLome, at Wéshington, Arrived at 
New York Yesterday. 


New York, March 9.—Senor Luis Polo De Bernabe, Spanish minister to the 
United States, arrived today on the North German Lioyd steamer Kaiser Wil- 
liam ll. He refused to discuss political subjects. He will leave for Washington 
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the people who crowded the _ galleries 
scarcely realized that the measure, so far 
as congress was concerned, had become a 
law.

Maine in Havana harbor on February 1), 
1898, under resolution of the senate of 
February 2ist, the committee on naval af- 
fairs is hereby authorized to send for per- 
eons and papers, to employ a stenographer 
and to make the investigation by the full 
committee, or by sub-committees thereof, 
ine expenses of euch investigation to be 
paid from the contingent fund of the sen- 
ate ” 


The resolution was referred to the com- 

mittee on contingent expenses. 
Garrison for Tybee. 

One of the first steps to be taken by the 
war department is the garrisoning of the 
new fortifications at Tybee island. Colonel 
Lester had a talk today with General 
Miles, who assured him that a garrison of 
troops will be sent to Tybee just as soon as 
possible. The fortifications there are near- 
ly ready for the guns and quarters are be- 
ing prepared for the troups. 

General Miles told Colonel Lester that 
he appreciated fully the tmportance of the 
proper defense of Savannah, especially in 
view of possible trouble with Spain, and 
he will send some old seasoned troops there 
as weil as new recruits. 

Secretary Alger will not confine himself 
to the two new regiments just created, but 
a portion of the emergency fund which 
falls into hig hands will be used for 
strengthening the garrisons at the fortifi- 
cations along the south Atlantic and gulf 
coast wherever necessiry with emergency 


troops. 


MOVEMENT OF THE VESSELS. 
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Provisions for the Starving Arrive at 
Key West on the Nueces. 

Key West, Fla., March 9.--The Britisn 
cruiser Cordelia, of the north Atlantic 
squadron, arrived here this afternoon from 
Belize, British Honduras. No special sig- 
nificance attaches to her coming. The Cor- 
delia is about equal in fighting capacity to 
the Raleigh. 

The Mallory liner Nueces arrived today 
with 6,020 packages of provisions for the 
starving Cubans and 820 cases of ammuni- 
tion. The ammunition was transferred to 
the Marblehead and will be taken to Tor- 
tugas for distribution among the warships 
there, 

The dispatch boat Fern is hourly ex- 
pected from Havana. On her arrival the 
provisions will be put on board and she 
will then proceed to Matanzas. 

This afternoon the Nashville towed a 
coal barge out to the New York. 

The Detroit remains in the harbor. To- 
morrow the torpedo boat Porter will leave 
for Tortugas with mail for the fleet. She 
will probably return on Sunday. ’ 

Two more bodies have been recovered 
from the wreck, according to advices from 
Havana. Any that may be found hereafter 
will be brought to Key West on the light- 
house tender Mangrove instead of the 
Bache. 

Brigadier General Wilson, chief of the 
United States army engineer corps, return- 
ed to Tampa tonight, after inspecting the 
local fortifications. 

The fleet at Tortugas remained stationary 
today. Among the recent rumors was one 
that Rear Admiral Sicard had been relieved 
of the command. This, however, is denied, 
although Admiral Sicard declines to discuss 
the probabilities of his resignation or the 
condition of his health. Well informed offi- 
cers say it is only a question of a short 
time when he will be relieved of the se- 
vere responsibility now resting upon him. 

The mails are held here for the Cincinnati 
and Brookiyn and they are expected to 
join the fleet. A letter has been received 
by a naval officer from an officer in Ha- 
Vana, say.ng that the Maine's officers now 
in that city will leave for Key West Sat- 
urday next. If this information is correct, 
it may be assumed that the court of in- 
quiry will leave Havana on or before that 
date.

IN HAVANA HARBOR 


American Cralser Was Salated as She 
Came to Her Moorings. 


LIES NEAR THE MAINE WRECK 


Captain Sigsbee To Have Quarters on 
the New Cruiser. 


DIVERS EXAMINED BY COURT OF INQUIRY 


Wreckers Busy Removing the Debris 
of the Maine—General Proctor 
at Key West. 


Havana, March 9.—The United States 
cruiser Montgoméry arrived here at 9:35 
o'clock this morning. The arrival here of 
the Montgomery was very quiet, it being 
generally understood that she comes to 
replace the United States survey steamer 
as quarters for Captain S:gsbee and officers 
of the court of inquiry. Commander Con- 
verse, of the Montgomery, is a high author- 
ity on explosives, and his advice will be 
useful to the court of inquiry in the loss 
of the Maine. 

After firing the usual salute and being 
ealuted in return, the Montgomery Was 
moored in the principal harbor, near the 
wreck of the Maine, and in the center of a 
circle of Spanish ships. Later in the day 
Commander Converse received the corres- 
pondent on board the cruiser and treated 
him graciously, though he haa nothing to 
tell him beyond the facts already sent. He 
seemed satisfied to have a rest in Havana 
harbor for a while, as the cruiser has been 
very busy touching at West Indian ports 
lately. 

Captain Sigsbee, Lieutenant. Commander 
Wainwright and Ensign Powetson will oc- 
cupy quarters on the Montgomery, the Fern 
leaving Havana this afternoon. The Mont- 
gomery is as trim and neat as possible. 
Nobody is allowed on board without per- 
mission, but no one is excluded if business 
or courtesy demands the admuiss‘on of the 
visitor. 

There is no indication of the length of 
the crulser’s stay in this harbor, any more 
than there is of any other news of the 
duration of the sessions of the court of 
inquiry here. 

The court held its usual sessions today, 
examining the divers. Only the Spanish 
divers were at work, and they were occu- 
pied but part of the day, The wreckers 
are steadily removing the upper debris of 
the wreck, some of which will be dumped 
into the sea.

GREEN WAS IN EUROPE WHEN NAME SIGNED 


James Chandler Testifies That Carter 
Had Nothing} To Do with the Con- 
struction Companigs. 


New York, March 9.—At today’s session 
of the Carter courtmartial Judge Advo- 
cate Barr said: 

“Since there has been so much talk about 
Captain Carter’s private papers, I wish 
to say that I have been instructed by the 
Secretary of war to keep them as long as 
I like and to use them as I please. I am 
the sole judge in the matter.” 

The judge advocate then introduced as 
evidence a mumber of bills paid Tiffany 
& Co. by Captain Carter. The bills, which 
were receipted, showed that purchases of 
jeweiry bad been made by Captain Carter. 

Receipted bills for a number of valuable 
paintings wqre also introduced as evidence. 

The judge advocate announced that he 
had received a letter from Vice President 
Joseph T. Brown,. of the Knickerbocker 
Trust Company, refusing to disclose any- 
thing with reference to Captain Green's 
account with that company. The prosecu- 
tion here requested that the court adjourn 
to meet in Savannah next Monday, but 
the defense objeeted, saying that they had 
witnesses to examine in this c.ty who 
wuoulg not go to Savannah, and the ob- 
jecticn was sustained. 

Mr. Busir, attorney for Captain Carter, 
cajled Johr D. Cronin, manager of an 
apartment house, who said that Capta.n 
Green was in Burope in March, 1896. 

The evidence given by Cronin, Simon R. 
Wiel and Matthew Hinman, who followed, 
was to show that Captain Green was in 
Europe at the time of the signing of sév- 
eral checks which D. N. Carvalho had tes- 
tified were illegally signed by Captain 
Green. 

Captain Carter’s counsel gave out a let- 
ter from R. F. Westcott, replying to a re- 
quest that he testify. The letter, which is 
dated October 10, 1897, says that Mr. West- 
cott sees no reason why he should submit 
his private affairs to the court and adds 
that the condition of his health is such that 
it would be hazardous for him to go upon 
the stand. 

James E. Chandler, secretary of the 
Empire Construction Company and of the 
Atlantie Construction Company, was then 
called. It had been claimed by the prose- 
cution that Captain Carter was connected 
with both companies. The latter company 
did the work at Savannah and Cumberland 
sound. Witness testified that com- 
panies were entirely separate that 
Captain Carter had nothing to with 
either of them.

' Boutelle’s Remarks at the Celebration 


of the Anniversary. 


Philadelphia, March 9.—The thirty-sixth 
anniversary of the naval battle of the 
Monitor and the Merrimac was celebrated 
tonight by a banquet given by the Pennsyl- 
vama commandery of the Naval Order ef 
the United States. The guests included 
prominent citizens and distinguished navy 
and army officers. 

Congressman C. A. Boutelle, of Maine, 
chairman of the naval committee, re- 
sponded to the toast “The Navy.’ Mr. 


Boutelle made no direct reference to the 
Maine disaster, but referred to “the mo- 
mentary distraction of wiidness which is 
dDeing inflicted upon us by the press.”’ 

Referring to the progress in naval archi- 
tecture he said: 

“There is no domain in which the mag- 
nificent power and latent resources of this 
country have been so wonderfully exhibit- 
ed as in the rehabilitation of the Am2rican 
navy within the past twelve years.

BE MODIFIED 


Civil Service Committes Presents Its 


Report To Congress. 


CLASSIFICATION TOO GREAT 


Mentions Offices Which Should) Be Ex- 
cluded from the Service. 


HEADS OF DEPARTMENTS SHOULD EMPLOY 


The President Should Make Modifica- 
tions in the Existing Civil 
Service Rules. 


Washington, March 9.—Senator Pritchard, 
chairman of the committee on civil serv - 
today, presented the report of that ean . 
tee on the recent investigation of the class : 
fied service, embodying the eonclusion o 
the committee. These conclusions are di- 
vided under two heads as follows: 

‘7. That the executive has the power to

py rll on and. therefore, not any legisla- 


ee. The Seemitton is agreed that the clas- 
sification has been too extensive and many 
places that have classified be excluded from 
classification so that appointments May be 
made to them, not through examination, 
but at the pleasure of the head of the de- 

bureau. 

That. ais coaumnittas; therefore, is of the 
opinion, that the presNent should make 
certain modifications in the existing civil 
service rules and should restore to the 
heads of departments and the heads of bu- 
reaus the appointment of certain classes of 
officials. The committee, however, recogr- 
nizes that its province in the matter is 
purely advisory since it has no legisiation 
to propose.”’ 

Among the offices which the committee 
recommend should be excluded from the 
classified service are the following: 

Deputy commissioner and deputy collec- 
tors of internal revenue, agents who are 
employees of the commissioner of internal 
revenue; temporary storekeepers and 
gaugers, certain lighthouse employees, 
shipping commissioners at the various 
ports, inspectors of hu.is and boilers, all 
positions in the custodian service, assistant 
attorneys and special agent in the dpart- 
ment of justice and deputy United States 
marshals. 

It is recommended that a number of 
employees in the interior department, in- 
cluding the chief clerk of the department 
and the chief clerks of the various bu- 
reaus, special agents and law examiners be 
exempted. 

The same recommendation 1s made as to 
the chief clerks in all departments, also 
as to postoffice inspectors and special 
agents of the agricultural department.

Washington, March 9.—The house devoted 
itself to routine business. The legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation bill 
went through its last stages in the adop- 
tion of the final conference report and the 
remainder of the day was consumed in the 
consideration of the senate amendments to 
the Indian appropriation bill. The substi- 
tute for the senate provision regarding the 
opening of the Uncompahgre reservatino 
was knocked out on a point of order and 
the amendment goes back to conference. 
The desire of the conferees to non-concur 
in the senate free homestead ciause encoun- 
tered bitter opposition, and an arrange- 
ment was made whereby four hours are to 
be devoted to debate on a proposition to 
concur submitted by Mr. Eddy, of Minne- 
eota. Mr. Berry, chairman of the Iniian 
committee. declared that the free home- 
atead provision would cost the government 
$55,000,000. He desires to eliminate it from 
the bill and has the support of the secre- 
tary of the interior.

RIOT BREAKS OUT IN BOMBAY

Mohammedans Attack a Hospital] ang 
Assault the Doctors. 


Bombay, March 9%.—Ser!ous pla 
occurred in the native quarter. ‘Seveaan 
sons have been killed or wounded, 
and blue jackets have been dispatched te 
the scene of the disturbance. 

The mob attacked the hospital, burnaj 
the offices and stores and savagely assauh. 
ed the doctors, killing one of them The 
detachments of the police of the Shropshire 
regiment and of artillery were hurried to 
the scene, a volley was fired into the Mob 
and seven persons were Killed. Before this 
the dispatch adds, two soldiers of th 
Shropshire regiment and one artillerymay 
were stoned to death. 

The trouble arose through a plague par. 
ty inquiring into the cause of the sickness 
of a Mohammedan woman. An enormous 
crowd of caste men gathered and stoned 
and mobbed the party, which retired for an 
escort Of armed police, and then returnai 
and re-demanded the surrener of the pa- 
tient, which was refused. A Parsee mag- 
isirate, who exhorted the populace not w 
resist the police, was himself struck, 
whereupon he ordered the police to charge. 
They did so and four Mohammedans wer 
killed and several wounded. 

The disturbance spread with alarming 
rapidity until the whole ‘quarter around 
the Bhendi Bazaar presented a spectacle 
similar to that of the riots of 1893. The 
Mohammeéedans, who were joined by the 
Hindoos, assaulted every European or Bu- 
rag.an they met, and a hysterical mob ai- 
tacked the European dwellings in the sub 
ufb of Bycaulla. The residents barricaded 
themselves in their houses and fired blank 
cartridges from their windows, which drove 
the rioters off. 

In the meantime troops were hurried to 
the scene and a battery of artillery is now 
patroling the Bhendi Bazaar. 

The outbreak was spectally directed 
against Christians. I[t is sald that two Eu 
ropean. soldiers were nearly killed, but it 
is difficult, owing to the excitement, to o> 
tain correct details.

The Speaking at Tent. 

After supper Mr. Bryan was escorted to 
the tent where the speaking was _held. 
Soon after Mr. Bryan had been invited 
to Macon it became apparent that there 
would be a vast multitude of Macon cit- 
izens and visitors from the surrounding 
country to hear Mr. Bryan, and _ that 
no hall in the ‘ity coul@ possibly hold 
the crowd. So the committee of earrange- 
ments obtained the tent of the Harris 
Nickel Plate circus, which is wintering 
at Central City. park, and pitched the 
tent near the corner of First and Poplar 
Streets, opposite the city hall, and ha@ 
Seats prepared for a thousand people, 
and here Mr. Bryan delivered his address. 
Every seat was occupied, end many hun- 
dreds of people had to stand. In the avu- 
dience were many ladies. The tent was 
brilliantly illuminated with electric lights, 
ang a band was in attendance. 

On the stage with Mr. Bryan were the 
reception committee. 

United States Senator A. O. Bacon had 
been specially invited to introduce Mr. 
Bryan, but owing to the pressure of im- 
portant official business in connection with 
the Spanish-Cuban-American trouble, and 
other matters, Senator Bacon found it im- 
possible for him to leave Washington, 
much to his regret, for he is an enthus!- 
astic believer in Bryan’s politica) princt- 
ples and a warm friend and admirer of 
the leader of 1896. 

By invitation of the Young Men’s Dem- 
ocratic Club Mr. Roland Ellis introduced 
Mr. Bryan. Mr. Ellis is an ardent and 
active democrat, was a democratic lec- 
tor from the sixth congressional district 
in 1896, and is a graceful and eloquent 
orator, His introductory remarks were 
inspiring and exceedingly appropriate, and 
provoked much applause. 

Audience Arose and Cheered. 

When Bryan arose to speak he was given 
the greatest ovation ever accorded an ora- 
tor in this city. The audience of six thou- 
sand people arose to their full height and 
cheered and yelled themselves hoarse and 
the hundreds of ladies present waved their 
handkerchiefs and were equally as enthu- 
Siastic as the men. So demonstrative and 
inspiring a scene has never been witnessed 
in Macon. | 

It was several minutes before order was 
sufficiently restored to allow Mr. Bryan to 
commence. While he was waiting for 
quiet he stood and calmly faced the audi- 
ence and several times waved his hand as a 
signal for the people to cease their demon- 
stration, 

When at last calm was obtained Mr. 
Bryan entered upon his argument, on the 
money question. He presented his proposi- 
tions in a clearer and stronger manner 
than ever before heard by his audience and 
many men who had been avowed goldbugs 
were heard to say that his arguments had 
changed them and they would hereafter 
Support bimetallism. Many of his most 
cheering and demonstrative hearers were 
sound money men. His speech will continue 
to keep Bibb county in line for silver. 

Mr. Bryan spoke with much ardor and 
eloquence and held the close attention of 
the great crowd through the entire length 
of his address. He spoke nearly three 
hours, Toward the close of his address 
he said if a foreign fleet should steam up 
along our shore and attempt to bombard 
our cities the entire American people with- 
out regard to sections or parties would 
arm themselves and fight in defense of 
their country. Yet a foreign financial policy 
had landed an our shores uninvited and un- 
desired and was bombarding our institu- 
tions and the welfare and interest of the 
nation and the republican party was aiding 
in the attack. 

In illustratiou of the unity with which 
the people would act in repelling an inva- 
sion by a foreign war he alluded to the 
fact that the national government has 
entrusted to a conference general the 
patriotic duty of upholding the honor and 
flag of the United States in Cuba. 

This reference to Lee was received by 
the audience with the wildest demonstra- 
tion. 

Just before Mr. Ellis introduced Mr. Bry- 
an Mr. Washington Dessau read to the mul- 
titude telegrams from Senator Bacon and 
Congressman C. L. Bartlett sent from 
Washington. The telegram from Senator 
Bacon was as follows: 

“T sincerely regret that official duties 
here prevent my being in Macon today to 
assist in extending a royal welcome to 
Mr. Bryan. He is the foremost expounder 
of the vital truth that renders existing 
conditions true. Bimetallism is not only 
requisite to material prosperity. but is 


also essential to the preservation of the 
independent manhood of American people.” 

Congressman Bartlett’s telegram Was as 
followse 

‘T regret my inability to be present to- 
night. Extend to Mr. Bryan a cordial wel- 
come for me and assure him that Bibb 
county and Georgia are still true to the 
principles of the Chicago platform of 1896 
and will stand on it and follow him to vic- 
tory in 1900.’ 


They Shook His Hand. 


The reading of the telegrams was greet- 
ed with much applause. When Mr. Bryan 
concluded his speech many hundreds of 
the audience kept crowding upon the plat- 
form to shake his hand, and it was long 
before the way could be cleared to his car- 
riage. At the conclusion of his oration 
he was presented with a large and hand- 
some bouquet of choicest flowers. 

The return to the hotel was as trium- 
phal and enthusiastic as his going to the 
speaking. A long procession of carriages 
with leading citizens in them, headed by 
a brass band, followed Mr. Bryan’s car- 
riage through the crowded streets and the 
route was illuminated with bonfires and 
pyrotechnics, while ever and anon cannon 
would boom. A reception was held at the 
Hotel Lanier and a multitude of people 
availed themselves of the opportunity of 
meeting Mr. Bryan. Among the prominent 
visitors in attendance on the speaking 
were two of the gubernatorial candidates, 
Judge Spencer Atkinson and Hon. R. L. 
Berner. A number of the members of the 
legislature were also present. 

To Augusta Next. 

Mr. Bryan will leave in the morning at 
9 o’clock for Augusta. This evening when 
the Southern train bearing Mr. Bryan 
reached Flovilla a crowd of people who had 
collected at the depot made calls for Mr. 
Bryan and he went to the rear platform, 
and on being intreduced by Mr. John T. 
Boifeuillet, of Macon, addressed them a 
few remarks, which were enthusiastically 
received, and Mr. Bryan was assured by 
them that Butts county would be solid for 
him for president in 1900.

CITY OFFICIALS ARE ENJOINED. 


Sewer Contractors in Savannah Are in 
a Dilemma. 

Savannah, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)—The 
city officials were somewhat surprised to- 
day by the filing of a petition for injunc- 
tion against the issuance of notes by the 
city for the construction of a sewer sys- 
tem now under way, by Rourke & Mitchell, 
contractors. The contract was let for a sys- 
tem to cost $186,000, to be paid for by the 
city’s notes, which the contractors expected 
to negotiate. They have now been at work 
on the job nearly two months, and have 
received only $5,000 in notes. The city was 
about to issue $26,000 more jn notes. when 
the petition for injunction was filed. The 
petition claims that the bonded indebted- 
ness of the city, now more than $3,300,000, 
exceeds the amount allowed under the con- 
stitution, and that any issue of notes would 
be clearly illegal. /Anticipating some trou- 
ble of this kind, the banks here have re- 
fused to receive the notes unless accompa- 
nied by personal indorsements and real es- 
tate or other security. The contractors thus 
find themselves in a dilemma, and they 
don't Know whether to go on or stop work.

Death of One of the Most Substantial 
Citizens of Cherokee, Georgia. 
Canton, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)—Several 
days ago, when Rev. N. J. Garrison was 
buried, the loss of a good man was mourn- 


ed.

Anderson, after Which the beautiful ser- 
vice of the Masonic order was carried out. 

Nehemiah Judge Garrison was born in 
Hall county, Georgia, May 14, 1828. When 
fourteen years old he moved, with his fath- 
er, to Cherokee county and for the greater 
part of the remaining years of his life was 
a citizen of this county and died at his 
home in Canton in the seventy-fifth year 
of his life. At the time of hig death he was 
the only surviving son of a family of ten 
children and leaves only one widowed S5is- 
ter, Mrs. John K. Moore, of Walesca, Ga. 
All of the other brothers and sisters, with 
their wives and husbands are dead. In 
1839 Mr. Garrison united with the Methodist 
Episcopal church south and s-.nce 1500 had 
been a local preacher. Up to the time of 
his late illness, sOme six weeks ago, he 
was a regular attendant upon religious ser- 
vices, a teacher in the Sunday school and 
chairman of board of stewards of | the 
Methodist church, with which congregation 
he had -been connected for many years. 
He was also a member of Canton lodge 
No. 77,. Free and Accepted Masons, having 
been a member of this order nearly fifty 
years, and therefore one of the oldest and 
brightest Masons in the county, having 
filled all stations in the lodge and at the 
time of his death being chaplain of Canton 
lodge. 

Rev. N. J. Garrison was twice married 
and the father of twelve children—seven 
by his first wefe and five by his last wife— 
but only one son survives him, the young- 
est child by his last wife, who also survives 
him. His first wife was Miss Barbara 
Jameson, to whom he was married in 1844. 
His surviving wife was Miss Mary E. 
Hammond, a daughter of W. P. Hammond, 
to whom he was married in 1874. 

Vhen volunteers for the Mexican war 
were called for in 1846 Mr. Garrison was 
one of the first to go and he remained until 
victory was won and the forces were dis- 
missed. So in 1862 he again went to the 
front in the late war as a confederate sol- 
dier and at Sharpsburg in 1862 received a 
disabling wound and returned home. He 
was therefore a pensioner of both the Unit- 
eli States and Georgia state government 
for service done on battle fields. Judge 
Garrison, as he was familiarly known, fill- 
ed many positions of honor and trust 
wherever he lived. While a citizen of Cobb 
county, some fifteen or twenty years ago, 
he was tax receiver, and in Cherokee he 
was often honored with official trust and 
confidence, the last ten years of his life 
being spent as superintendent of the county 
paupers’ home, which position he resigned 
last December. 

Cherokee had fewer older citizens than 
Judge Garrison and none who were held in 
higher esteem and confidence as a man and 
a Christian.

ARE GROWING 


Tne Fund of $690,000 Is Not Enough 
Te Go Around, 


JOHNSON ON THE SITUATION 


A Large Number of Applicants Will 
Have To Wait. 3 


THE PROGRESS OF VACCINATION IN MACON 


The Authorities Will Enforce the Bar- 
ing of the Arm—The Fruit Pros- 
pect Looks Good. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
com, ‘Ga., March 3,.—(Special.)--Ordinary 
Wiley, of Bibb, is in receipt of a letter 
from Pension Commissioner Johnson rela- 
tive to payment of pensions that will be 
read with interest. The commissioner suys: 

“It seems that the appropriation of $690,- 
000 by the last legislature for pensions for 
crippled and indigent confederate soldiers 
and indigent widows of soldiers is not suf- 
ficient to satisfy the demands of all who 
have a legal claim to share in these bene- 
fits. 

Judging from a letter recefved yesterday 
by Ordinary Wiley from Commissioner of 
Pensions Richard Johnson, there will be 
little money left for many of these more 
reticent claims. The letter of the commis- 
sioner gives some idea of the extent to 
which the pension business has been car- 
ried in this state. It is as follows: 

“In answer to many inquiries as to the 
payment of unenrolled claims, the follow- 
ing statement is made: 

‘In all probability all widows’ claims 
meeting ‘the requirements of the law, will 
be paid. 

‘The only fund available to pay unen- 
rolled soldiers’ claims, both invalid and in- 
digent, ts such as may be left ufter pay- 
ing the respective rolls of 1897. What such 
margin may be cannot be determined until 
the rolls are paid, and every enrolled claim 
should be in this office not later than the 
15th of March (as was stated in the cir- 
cular sent out on December 18th last), after 
that date they will be treated as~ dead, 
though they will be paid if received before 
the funds are exhausted. 

“It is estimated that 150 new claims can 
be put on the invalid roll, of which 130 
were approved in December last, leaving 
twenty other places for which there are 
now on file about 250 applications. 

‘Tt is also estimated that 250 new indi- 
gent claims can be enrolled. There will 
likely be more than 3,000 of such applica- 
tions. 

“You can, therefore, see how slender the 
chances to pay new claims of either class. 

“The examination of new ciaims was not 
finished in 1897 until July, and it will prob- 
ably take as long this year.’”’ 

The Vaccination Limit. 

Tomorrow is the limit of time set by the 
mayor and council and the board of health 
for all citizens of ‘Macon ‘to be vaccinated 
of their own accord. All who are not vac- 
cinated by tomorrow will be forced to do 
so by the authorities, and any refusing will 
be arrested and arraigned before the rec- 
order. The board of health has been strong- 
ly advocating compulsory vaccination. The 
smallpox situation in Macon is satisfactory. 
There are a few cases in the city and coun- 
ty, but they are of a mild type and give no 
alarm. The health authorities are vigilant 
and prompt in their management and every 
precaution has been taken, There are sev- 
eral cases of chicken pox. Vaccination has 
been general. 

The Fruit Prospect. 

Fruit growers talk encouragingly of the 
fine outlook for the fruit crop this year. 
They anticipate a large yield of good, sound 
peaches, which they think will bring satis- 
factory prices. The growers say spring !s 
very backward, which is good for the fruit. 
The cold weather of the last several weeks 
has kept the fruit trees in eheck and all 
the signs and indications relative to the 
peaches are gratifying. The Constitution 
correspondent has conversed with fruit 
growers in different sections of the state 
and all agree that the fruit outlook is excel- 
lent. Shippers are making their arrange- 
ments for the prompt handling and trans- 
portation of the fruit. 


A Remarkable Man. 


Dr. Bachman, the noted evangelist, is 
meeting with great success in his services 
that he is daily and nightly conducting 
at the First Presbyterian church.

LAWSUIT AGAINST A SOCIETY.

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The Effect of War Upon Our Commerce. 

If we should become involved in war 
with Spain, what would be -the effect of 
hostilities upon the commerce of the 
United States? 

In response to this question The Chi- 
cago Inter-Ocean declares that our com- 
merce instead of being impaired would 
be greatly improved. Says this com- 
mentator: 

In the first place, !t would fill every’ ship- 


yard, every gun factory, every woolen mill, 


every cotton factory With orders for the 
supply of material required by the army 
and navy. The mines, the flocks. and the 
cotton fliel4@s would be taxed to the utmost 
of their productive capacity for raw mate- 
rial. With increased activity in manufact- 
ures would come increased wages, which 
means increased expenditure in the stores. 
increased demand for houses, increased de- 
mand for all neeessaries and comforts of 
life. 

Our imports would he decreased. our home 
manufactures greatly stimulated an@ the 
country would live more independently, be- 
cause thrown upon ‘ts own resources,e«ethan 
in time of peace. We should become more 
protective and more productive of vegeta- 
ble and mineral wealth, and such loss as 
we might suffer in. our ocean carrying 
trade would be more than counter balanced 
bv the increase our internal traffic. 
Moreover, it is probable that after the war 
our Maritime trade Would increaSe aS a re- 
sult of the stimulus to the seafaring im- 
pulse that a war upon the ocean always 
begets. 

While this is not the view which is 
commonly entertained by the American 
people in regard to the effect of war 
upon our commerce, stil, it contains food 
for serious thought, and is entitled to 
due consideration at this time, when 
probabilities of war are under consider- 
ation. 
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We Must Have Textile School. 

Georgia cannot afford to ignore the 
demands of textile educatien. She has 
too much at stake. Her industrial in- 
terests are such that she must improve 
every opportunity to build them up, 
otherwise she cannot hope to successful- 
ly meet New England competition in 
the manufacture of industrial products. 

We publish elsewhere in this issue a 
communication from My. Clarence 
Knowles addressed to President Lyman 
Hall, of the Georgia School of Technolo- 
gy, bearing upon the movement which 
is how on foot to raise $10,000 by popu- 
lar subscription in order to secure a sim- 
ilar amount conditionally appropriated 
by the Georgia legislature at its last 
session for the endowment of a textile 
department in connection with that in- 
Stitution.: Mr. Knowles, in addition to 
inclosing his individual check for $100, 
speaks of the vast importance which at- 
taches to the movement, and urgently 
commends it to the interest of all liberal- 
ly disposed Georgians who are anxious 
to see this state take the prestige in in- 
dustrial matters to which its unsurpassed 
resources clearly entitle it. When the 
measure to appropriate $10,000 contin- 
sent upon the raising of another $10,000 
for textile education came up in the 
Georgia legislature last fall. Mr. Knowles 
Supported it with great enthusiasm, be- 
lieving it to be for the best interest of 
the state, and the passage of the meas- 
ure is largely due to the untiring ef- 
forts which he put forth in its behalf. 

As yet, only a small portion of the 
$10,000 to be raised by popular subserip- 
tion has materialized. President Hall 
and the members of the board of trustees 


of the institution are leaving no stone 


unturned in their efforts to raise this 


. and if those who are interested 
in the cause of textile education will 
Only come to their assistance with ma- 
terial help there will be no difficulty in 
raising it within the next few weeks. 
Circular letters appealing for assistance 
have recently been sent out to all of the 
textile manufacturers in the state, and 
replies to these letters are now being 
anxiously awaited. In these letters the 


_ argument for establishing textile schools 


at this time, and particularly for estab- 
lishing the one in connection with the 


Georgia School of Technology, is 
summed up in the following heads: 
_ First, superintendents of textile estab- 
lishments in the state are too much oc- 
cupied to give instruction, and in many 
cases, they are not specially qualified 
for such work; second, the machinery in 
any one mill ig altogether too limited in 
varietf; third, no systematic or scien- 
tific hing can be obtained | 
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portunity exists for instruction in the 
manufacture of the higher grades of cot- 
ton goods. Can there be any satisfac- 
tory answer to these four distinct rea- 
sons for establishing textile schools in 
this state? Our people ought not to hes- 
itate one moment longer than is abso- 
lutely necessary to subscribe the sum 
requisite for making the state’s appro- 
priation available and for equipping the 
Georgia School of Technology with prop- 
er textile facilities. 

Unless adequate provision is made for 


textile education in the south, we must | 


abandon the dream of industrial suprem- 
acy which we are wont to cherish with 
such fondness. New England is already 
in possession of several thriving textile 
schools, and in gpite of the advantages 
of which we boast, she will, no doubt, 
continue to maintain the prestige which 
these schools confer upon her until we 
begin to fully realize the necessity of es- 
tablishing textile schools of our own. 
As it is now, we are forced either to send 
to New England for experienced superin- 
tendents to place in charge of our mills, 
or else to make out with the best that 
we can find at home. Is such depen- 
dence consistent with the south’s dream 
of industrial prestige? If not, she should 
hasten to make herself independent by 
establishing textile schools within her 
own borders. President Hall contends 
that when the first brick is laid in the 
textile department of the Georgia School 
of Technology the south will then begin 
to wage industrial warfare against New 
England in good earnest, but not until 
then. To the end that Georgia may 
head the procession of southern states 
in the march of industrial progress and 
permit none of her sister states to out- 
strip her, let every public-Spirited citizen 
of Georgia who has the means to gontri- 
bute to this worthy object, volunteer his 
material help to President Hall in rais- 
ing the necessary $10,000 for textile edu- 
cation.

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Our Trade with Mexico. 

Mexico comes nearer living at home 
than almost any other country on the 
globe. ‘While her exports for the past 
year amounted to $111,346,494, her im- 
ports for the same period amounted to 
only $42,204,095, or barely more than 
one-third of her exports. 

Mur purchases from Mexico last year 
amounted to $86,742,951, while Mexico’s 
purchases from us amounted to only $22,- 
593,860. But while Mexico purchased 
only one-fourth as much from us as we 
purchased from Mexico, she purchased 
more from us than she did from any 
other country on the globe. Against 
$22,593,860 purchased from us; she pur- 
chased only $6,881,701 from England; 
$4,989,082 from France, $4,003,262 from 
Germany and.$1,983,794 from Spain. To 
each of these countries she made large 
exports. 

But while the United States has en- 
joyed the bulk of Mexico’s frade for sev- 
eral years, we are gradually receiving 
more and more of it. In the following 
table, which shows ‘Mexico’s imports for 
1896, it will be seen that while her im- 
ports from the United States have in- 
creased decidedly, her imports from 
 . Franee, Germany and Spain 

ave decreased in corresponding ratios. 
In 1896 her record of imports stood:

Negi oy es oe ey ne 
According to the foregoing table Mex- 
ico bought much less’ from England, 


Irance, Germany and Spain in 1897 than

Characteristic Intolerance. 

Mayor Smyth, of Charleston, who is a 
gold man, persuaded Alderman Roessler 
not to introduce a resolution in council 
to invite Mr. B:yan to deliver an ad- 
dress in that city, on the ground that 
the city should economize, and hence 
save the cost of entertainment of the 
distinguished visitor. 

We mention the fact, not to deplore it, 
but to call attention to this queer out- 
cropping of a spirit that has been ram- 


pant in Charleston for years, and that | 
has kept the city in the rear rank. It | 
is the spirit of intolerance. Perhaps 
there is no spot on the face of the earth | 
where intolerance cuts livelier capérs 
than in the beautiful city by the sea, 
and perhaps no commypnity hag ever 
suffered more severely from the results. 

It is said that the population of the 
town is smaller now than it was \gfore 
the war. We can well believe it. It is 
certain that the city has had smal! share 
in the progress which has built up and 
improved other Carolina communities. 
More than that, its intolerance has 
placed it out of tune with the politics of 
the state. It has no more influence on 
Carolina politics than if it was in an- 
other state. It is the metropolis of the 
state, and yet its intolerance has stripped 
it of all power in state legislation. In- 
deed, the state on one occasion found it 
necessary to take charge of Charleston’s 
police department. 

This was unjustifiable, perhaps. but 
not more so than the intolerance which 
led to it. Intolerance breeds injustice 
and then becomes the victim of its litter.

COLONEL CANDLER AND 
. NEAL DOW’S CAPTURE. 


Some weeks ago there began to appear 
in the newspapers an irresponsible publl- 
cation purporting to be an interview with 
Colonel Allen D. Candler on war experi- 
ences, and containing a declaration from 
Colonel Candler that he had captured Gen- 
eral Neal Dow, the famous commander of 
the Thirteenth Maine regiment, during the 
operations of the confederate army in Mis- 
sissippi in the summer of 1863. Colonel 
Candler never said it or thought it or 
dreampt it, but the article was so widely 
copied that it finally reached the eyes of 
the man who really did capture General 
Dow, and, in a natural spirit of resent- 
ment, he has caused to be printed a very 
warm repudiation of all that Colone) Can- 
dlier did not say in the interview attrib- 
uted to him. 

The acknowledged captor of the great 
warrior from Maine is Dr. John C. Mac- 
Kowen, one of the bravest men who ever 
went to the war from Louisiana, and who 
now resides on his big plantation in peace 
and plenty at Jackson, in East Feliciana 
parish, that state. He was at one time 
captain of the famous MacKowen’s Scouts, 
and Jater became lieutenant colonel of 
Powers’s regiment, in the confederate cav- 
alry. In the quiet of his home ¢ircle he 
found in his newspaper, the other day, the 
falsehood above referred to, and he wrote 
a prompt and emphatic denial, sent it to 
‘he New Orieans Times-Democrat, and had 
it conspicuously printed in the issue of 
that excellent newspaper on February 27th.

My men found horses for them 
In Dow’s stable, and they were all excel-

When [| entered the house 
Dow was not there. It was the brightest 
of moonlight nights, and I took possession 
of his papers and magnificent presentation 
sword without lighting a lamp.

The provost marshal to whom Colonel 
MacKowen says he delivered his distin. 
guished prisoner at Jackson was Colonel 
Allen D. Candler, and it is probable that 
Colonel Candler’s mention of this fact at 
some time led to the false publications

©O many facts of real historic interest. 
Those who know the colonel do not need 
to be told that he never attempted to 
tarnish his own brilliant military record 
by trying to borrow hriliancy from a 
fellow soldier, and Colonel MacKowen will 
be glad to learn, when he sees this. that 
Colonel Candler not only honors him for 
the bravery he displayed in his heroic ex- 
pedition, but that he never by word nor 
deed ever made the slightest atempt to 
rob him of one iota of the glory he honest- 
ly won on that occasion.

“As a captain of infantry I 
guard in Jackson in June, 1868, 
I received as prisoners General Dow and 
a number of federal soldiers. My head- 
quarters were in a pig brick building on 
State street, and I used the entire second 
floor of it as a prison. I placed General 
Dow under parole, and my recollection of 
him is that he was a particularly genial 
old gentleman. We used to read the papers 
together, when we could get them, and I 
treated him with as much consideration &s 
I thought a man of his rank deserved. 
Once or twice he preakfasted with me at 
my boarding house. 

“When Jackson fell into the hands of the 
enemy, Captain Mitchell, of Georgia, took 
General Dow under parole to the Libby 
prison at Richmond. They traveled, I re- 
member, in a passenger coach, and I fol- 
lowed in en ordinary car with the other 
prisoners, of whom I had charge. 1 did 
not known until I read Colonel MadKowen’s 
article that General Dow had been swapped 
for General Fitzhugh Lee, but I am giad 
to learn that fact now, for, with all due re- 
spect to General Dow, I think the south 
got the best of the bargain. Some of these 
days I hope to meet Colonel MacKowen 
personally, but in the meantime I want to 
advise him that I am a candidate for gov- 
ernor, and that he must be chary about 
accepting all the things he sees about me 
in print.”

Mr. Lumpkin denies this in 
toto. He says he has discovered this illegal 
expenditure of money, and being a repre- 
sentative of the people, he is determined 
that the people’s money shall be properly 
spent. He says he has no fight to make 
on any one; that neither politics nor 
Clarence Moore have anything to do with 
it. He is determined, however, to push 
the investigation to the end, and :f there 
are any illegalities in the administracion of 


municipal finances he is determined to 
find it. 


Claims the Sum Is Large. 

Mr. Lumpkin has been investigating 
along this line for some time and he etates 
he believes the sum illegally spent will 
amount to $15,000 or $20,000. He charges 
that certain streéts have been improved 
without the authority of the street coummit- 
tee or council; that certain employees in 
various departments have been employed 
and paid without the authority of council. 
which he asserts is clearly against the law. 

‘I consider it my duty,’ said Mr. Lump- 
kin yesterday, ‘‘as a representative of the 
people to investigate these matters. I 
must say what I have found does not look 
well for those interested. I believe the 
officia's signing vouchers for the payment 
of certain improvements could be held per- 
sonally responsible for the entire amount, 
and if it is proved that they, knowing the 
law, have made such improvements with- 
Out permission from council or the commit- 
tee, then I do not see why they would 10t 
be liable to impeachment proceedings. I 
charge nothing criminal against any man. 
I do not believe there is a dishonest man 
in the city government, but there are ccr- 
tain things that should be investigated. 

“The law allows the commissioner of 
public works to spend as much as $100 on 
various improvements of his own \v»lition. 
Any amount over that must be authorized 
by council. Last summer Cooper street 
was laid with stone and chert for wver 
three blocks at a cost of $1,044.57 and 
council took absolutely no action on the 
matter whatever. Even the street commit- 
tee failed to pass on it. 


That Clerk to the Commissioner. 

“I do not believe the finance oommit‘ee 
had any right to employ Frank Moses as 
clerk to the commissioner of public works 
without action of council. This was proved 
by Councilman Burns, who had a special 
ordinance passed to give the committee the 
necessary authority. I do not see why the 
every member of the finance committee 
could not be held responsible for the money 
paid Moses before the passage of that act: 

‘The law requires that all vouchers for 
street improvements shall be signed by 
Commissioner Wylie, Chairman Mitchell 
and City Enginecr Clayton. Comprrolier 
Goldsmith makes out the checks end the 
mayor signs them. Mr. Golesmith may, of 
eourse, have signed vouchers for evcry- 
thing he has paid out, but it fs the duty 
of the comptroller to see that ro money 
is expended illegally. I can cite several 
instances where these officials have signed 
vouchers for work unauthorized by coun- 
cil. I shall await, however, the renort of 
the comptroller on my resolution before I 
take any further stepe.”’ 

The city officia'ts mentioned do not ap- 
pear to fear any of Mr. Lumpkin's investt. 
gations. They say they can prove that 
none of thelr work has been characte-ized 
by anything wrong. Captain Wylie said 
yesterday: 

“I have always been very careful to obey 
the law, and especially the $100 limit to 
werk unauthorized by council. I have 
never done any work ir. my life for which 
I thought I did not have the prooder au- 
thority. Cooper street last year was simply 
impassable.

MAGRUDER TIRES OF LIFE 
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In a Fit of Despondency He Swallows 
Four Ounces of Laudanum.

He Was Carried to the Hospital, and 
After Heroic Work Was Re- 
suscitated. 


W. P. Magruder, a white man, residing 
at 5> West Fifth street, attempted to end 
his life yesterday at noon in the Kenne- 
Saw restaurant, on Walton § street, by 
swallowing four ounces of laudanum. The 
restaurant is located on the ground floor, 
under the Novelty hotel. 

Magruder has been in there several times, 
and is known to the men connected with 
the establishment. It is said he has been 
without employment for some monthg, and 
for several days past has been in a gloomy 
mood, ° 

Yesterday shortly before noon he went 
into the restaurant and, after seating him- 
self at one of the tables, called for his 
dinner, While the waiter was bringing it 
he took a four-ounce bottle of laudanum 
from his pocket and held it in his hand. 

He looked at it a féw moments as if ex- 
aming its contents, and the slowly with- 
drew the cork. As he did so he looked up 
and said, ‘“‘Here goes.” With that he 
drained the bottle of its contents. The 
manager of the restaurant saw in a mo- 
ment the trouble, and telephoned for the 
Grady hospital ambulance. 

Surgeon ‘Moncrief came with the ambu- 
lance and carried the man to the 
hospital. He appeared to be ina _. pre- 
carious condition when the hospital was 
reached, and the entire staff was employ- 
ed in reviving him. Last night he recov- 
ered consciousness, but was still in a weak 
physical condition. 

Immediately after taking the poison at 
the restaurant Magruder said that he had 
been the victim of misfortunes and was 
tired of life. He was perfectly cool, and 
was the calmest man in the restaurant 
when the ambulance arrived. He appeared 
to fully realize what he had done, and 
what the consequences would be, but he 
made no effort to stop the physicians from 
saving him. 

Magruder is at present suing the Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company. During 
1894 he lived near the corner of Boulevard 
and Ponce de Leon avenue. While step- 
ping from the car his foot struck a piece 
of burnt carbon which had been used in an 
electric Nght. This threw him to the 
ground, and in a few weeks he began sult 
for a large amount. The car company set 
up for the defense that he was drunk at 
the time of the accident. The case has 
been before the courts several times, but 
has never been disposed of.

Frightful Calamity in Escambia For- 
ests of Alabama.

The explosion of the logging train locomio- { 


tive down in the timber forests of Escam- 
bia a few days ago appears to have been 
worse than was at first reported. 
ine of it the Brewton paper says: 

“One of the logging locomotives 
by the Peters Lumber Company blew 
with a terrific explosion

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about eight miles west of this place. As 
a result, only one of the eight men who 
were rding on the engine at the time is 
left to tell the tale. The dead are: James 
Montgomery, engineer; Less Davidson, 
fireman; Milis Pugh, foreman of the rall- 
road gang, and Henry Knight, Jesse Owens 
and Fink Armstrong, laborers, all negroes. 
The name of tne seventh unfortunate could 
not be learned. The body of the engineer 
Was found about 140 yards distant from 
the engine, having been blown through the 
tops of sevédral trees, as evidenced by bits 
f his clothing. Of the others, the body of 
the nearest) was found about fifty yards 
from the wreck, great was the force of 
the explosion. The men had just comple- 
ted their day's work and were on their way 
to camp when the horrible accident oc- 
curred.

New York, March 9%.—Trading on the 
tock exchange was listless all day witn 
ene exception of an early burst of activity.

MR. KNOWLES’S STRONG LETTER 


on 


Compelled by Business To Be A®sent, 
He Shows His Deep Interest and 
Makes Donation of $100. 


When the last legislature passed the bill 
introduced by Representative John T. Boif- 
euillet, of Bibb, appropriating $10,000 to the 
Georgia school of Technology for the pur- 
pose of establishing a textile department, 
made their appropriation contingent 
upon the raising of a similar amount by 
private contributions. Since then Captain 
Lyman Hall, the president of the school, 
and the local board of managers have work- 
ed hero.cally to raise the money and are 
using every legitimate means to do so. Up 
to the present time only about $2,000 has 
been received, but Captain Hall is confident 
that the cotton mill men will soon come to 
the rescue of the great enterprise. 

While the bill was pending in the legisla- 
ture Representative Clarence Knowles, of 
Fulton, was one of its most active and ag- 
gressive friends and he aided largely in 
putting it through. At present Mr. Knowles 
is compelled by business to be out of the 
state, he having to inspect many local 
agencies as the southern manager of large 
insurance interests, but he has shown that 
his heart is in the good work. Yesterday 
morning Captain Hail received in his mau 
the following communication, accompanied 
by the inclosure referred to: 

‘Louisville, March 6, 1898. Lyman Hall, 
Esq., Presnient, Atlanta, Ga.—My ear Sul: 
I have been intending since the beginning 
of the year to see you and confer with you 
regarding the efforts you are. making to 
comply with the provisions of the textile 
school act and raise the amount necessary 
to enable the trustees to call on the state 
for the appropriation conditionally granted. 
My business, however, has Kept Me away 
from Atianta the greater part of the tlme, 
and now | am on a tour among our lead- 
ing agenc.es, which will compel me to be 
absent for two or three weeks more, so ] 
have determined to write you and to assure 
you of my desire to aid you in every Man- 
ner possible in order to comply with the 
requirements of the act, which are that 
$10,000 shail be contributed by others be- 
fore the state appropriation of a sim lar 
amount can be called for. The most di- 
rect and effective manner in which one can 
give evidence of his interest and co-opera- 
tion is by such a contribution as cir- 
cumstances and convenience will Warrant.
